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Report of the 
Inspector of Buildings and Zoning Agent 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit the Annual Report of the Inspector of 
Buildings and Zoning Agent, duly appointed by you for the 
period ending December 31, 1977. 


I am glad to report that a significant increase in Building 
Permits issued for new non-residential buildings and additions 
and alterations to non-residential buildings. As a matter of fact 
there was a significant increase in total permits issued, valua- 
tion and permit fees collected. Total cost estimates was one 
million dollars over last year and due to the fact of our new fee 
schedule, this Department collected $1,000 more than last year 
in a six month period. Housing starts increased over last year. 


There has been much activity in the center business dis- 
trict, the rebuilding of the burnt-out buildings, new tenants 
moved into the Girard Block, including, In the Pink Clothing 
Store, Health Center, and a modern Laundromat. Pierces Hard- 
ware relocated to make way for a major renovation job at the 
Fidelity Cooperative Bank, True Value Hardware is moving 
into the former Rite Price Store, Smith Nursing Home just 
completed an addition to come into compliance with Life Safety 
Code. The Millbury Savings Bank is up-dating its parking 
facilities by constructing retaining walls and new blacktop, and 
a good sized addition is anticipated by the Telephone Company. 
There has been some signs of activity in the new Residential 
(Office) District. Outside the C.B.D., one outstanding permit 
that was issued was to Wyman Gordon in East Millbury with a 
total construction cost of $633,000. 


This past year, I as Zoning Agent have refused 23 Zoning 
and Building Permits for various reasons. Hearings were held 
by the Board of Appeals. 


Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975 mandates that all commu- 
nities have until June 30, 1978 to bring their ordinance or By- 
Law into conformity with the provisions of the new Zoning Act. 
Two changes which are mandatory are as follows: 


1. Procedual Requirements 

2. Zoning Agent and enforcing authority. Section 7 of the 
new act designates the Inspector of Buildings, Building 
Commissioner or Building Inspector as the enforcing 
authority. 


There will be other changes that will be on the Town 
Warrant at this years Town Meeting. 
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This past year I have had many problems with above 
ground pools, of which there are too many to count. Any above 
ground pool that is not 4’ above the ground, no retractable 
ladder, locking gate and a fenced in deck is in violation of the 
swimming pool By-Law. Also, all lighting and electrical equip- 
ment shall be installed according to the National and State 
Electrical Codes. Extension cords are a danger to life and limb. 
We have been fortunate up to now. This Department hopes to 
start an inspection program come this spring, and all pools that 
are not in compliance will be ordered to comply before being 
granted permission to use them. 


_ Again I would like to thank all who have made my position 
easier. 


Applications for Building Permits may be obtained and 
appointments made through the Secretary to the Board of 
Health from 9:00 A.M. to 4:00 P.M., Monday through Friday 
at the Municipal Office Building, also by dialing my home 
number 755-5432 any time after 6:00 P.M. My office hours are 
from 7:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M. on Tuesday evenings at the Board 
of Health Office in the Municipal Office Building. 


Just one last word of caution on wood burning stoves. 
Make sure that they are U.L. approved and installed properly. 
Wood should be seasoned before using, otherwise it could cause 
a chimney fire and do not cut vent holes through floors unless 
you plan on installing fire dampers. Fire damper is a device that 
automatically closes when there is a fire penetrating the open- 
ing.

Again the townspeople are reminded that all contagious 
diseases and all animal bites are reportable to the Board of 
Health, regardless of at what age they occur. 


During the sumer months, routine water samples were 
taken of all the ponds and lakes to determine the bathing water 
quality of each. All areas tested showed to be of excellent 
quality. 

In conjunction with the District Nursing Society and Dr. 
Benoit; the valued assistance of the Millbury School Nurses 
and our many devoted volunteers, three pre-school clinics were

held in the spring and 186 youngsters were inoculated against 
polio, measles, mumps, german measles, diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus. A Lead Paint Screening Clinic was also held 
for children ages one to six. Our annual flu clinic for the elderly 
had a turn-out of 228 citizens. 


In June a Rabies clinic, under the direction of the Animal 
Inspector, Frances Anderson, was held at the Fire Headquarters 
with Dr. Richard Abbott administering the vaccine. 


In May, the Board of Health worked with the District 
Nursing Society to hold a Health Fair at the High School. 
Various tests were offered; such as diabetes testing; blood 
pressure readings; hearing tests; glaucoma tests: eye examina- 
tions; pulmonary functions; colon cancer test kits. Although 
the attendance was not as good as we had hoped for, we hope 
the people that did attend found it to be a worthwhile effort.

The year 1977 provided the Council on aging, in its fifth 
year, with both new and old unresolved needs and opportunities. 
New programs and services were added when the usefullness 
and interest in these was proved and staff time, expense and 
program space allowed. At times we were disappointed in not 
being able to find means to meet certain desired services such 
as continuance of a state-funded low-cost medical transporta- 
tion program and provision of hot meals for our homebound. In 
spite of these difficulties and our limitations we were able to 
add some new services: 


NEW PROGRAMS AND SERVICES: 

A hot lunch program on a once a week basis was arranged 
with the Millbury School Department with delivery of meals for 
up to 75 persons at the Senior Center, starting last February. 
At this time transportation, expense and Board of Health 
requirements prevent our extension of this service to our home- 
bound but arrangements are b ing studied. 


Homemaker services, including a new crisis intervention 
program financed through our separate twon meeting warrant 
request, aid our low income so they can remain more independ- 
ant when less able to perform household tasks. This service we 
have obtained through the Elder Home Care Services of 
Worcester Area, Inc., starting last April. 
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Legal information and advocacy assistance, begun on a 
weekly office and home delivered basis in the fall provides the 
service of a trained staff member of the Senior Citizen Legal 
Services Project of the Central Mass. legal Services, Inc. 


The Young At Heart Theatre Co., a Millbury senior citizen 
performing group started in April under the capable direction 
of Father James Grant, developed into an exciting and continu- 
ing venture in which participants used their singing, dancing 
and production skills in a wide variety of tasks. This proved so 
popular that 11 performances have already been given, includ- 
ing outreach into area nursing homes. 


A Senior Center grant of $12,500 from Federal Title V 
funds was sought and approved following a lenghty complicated 
request procedure being completed by Council on Aging and 
town officials. This will aid in renovation costs of the Waters 
mansion for partial use as a Senior Citizen Center. 


CONTINUED and EXPANDED PROGRAMS & SERVICES: 


Information, referral, follow-up on requests and outreach 
to meet a wide and expanding variety of needs and problems 
remain one of the most helpful, sensitive, confidential and 
individualized services provided by our warm, concerned, skillful 
staff of our director Joan Hagstrom and Senior Aide, Jane 
Bergeron. Office and home visits, director or telephoned ques- 
tions and needs, information and help to obtain needed income, 
health, housing and other local, area, state or federal services 
will continue to be important less visable wasy many are served. 
Cooperation and coordination with town departments, employ- 
ees, area and state public and private resources and agencies 
have lead the Council and staff to serve more effectively. Use of 
newspaper articles in 3 newspapers (one on a regular weekly 
basis), plus our quarterly newsletter, “The Mature Citizen” sent 
to our 1900 plus residents aged 60 and up without charge, aid 
our elderly to learn about and utilize programs and services and 
keep informed about matters of importance to them. Speakers 
have been provided and publicized on topics such as Social 
Security benefits, Medicare and legal problems and informa- 
tion. 


Nutrition and health were continued areas of service, with 
pot luck meals, parties and our newly developed weekly hot 
meal program and homemaker services. 


Social and recreational programs included weekly games, a 
new program of square dancing lessons, performing theater 
group, singing, holiday parties, picnic, dances and arrange- 
ments for outside entertainers. 
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Transportation services included provision of reduced fare 
bus transportation to and from Worcester through our photo 
ID senior citizen cards for use on Worcester Transit Authority 
buses and with merchant discounts. Our bi-weekly mini-bus low 
cost shopping trips with door to door pick up and assistance 
with bundles proved popular as did our state grant funded low 
cost transportation program to medical appointments, until in 
September that fund expired. 


Volunteered services this year increased with the start of 
our weekly hot lunch program as well as other Senior Center 
opportunities. The Council has attempted to learn about and 
meet the wishes of our homebound or lonely through use of our 
volunteer Friendly Visitors and our Telephone Reassurance 
programs for those interested. 


Additional programs and services included the Council’s 
sponsorship and participation in the third Annual Senior 
Citizens Award Day, in which the efficient coordination with 
the V.F.W. and Ladies Auxiliary provided an opportunity to 
publicly honor several community-picked senior citizens for 
their variety contributions to Millbury. Our fourth Senior 
Citizen Sale of craft items provided our town’s elders a chance 
to make all profits from selling their homemade items. Legisla- 
tion, both state and national, including bills pending regulating 
nursing homes, testing and sales of hearing aids, Social Security 
amendments and services, and proposed raises in Medicare, 
have been considered by the Council on Aging and its views 
made known to legislators. 


The temporary Senior Center arrangement this past year, 
using the basement of St. Brigid’s Church has caused some 
limitations and inconveniences in time and number of hours of 
use, parking and use by handicapped, but our dedicated staff 
has sought to work out the best possible programs with these 
difficulties, expanding services and making rearrangements 
when necessary. We all look forward to the day when we can 
better serve all our older residents in the more adequate and 
appropriate setting of the Waters Center, a fitting location and 
facility showing Milbury’s committment to aid our elders.

The Millbury Housing Authority herewith presents the 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1977. 


CHAPTER 200-1 


This project remains fully occupied at the end of 27 years. 
During the course of the year, one stove and five refrigerators 
were replaced. Installation of new windows is incomplete at this 
time. 


An application for Modernization funds was submitted 
and approved with an entitlement of $47,479.00 to be expended 
over a five (5) year period. The sum of $24,066.00 will be spent 
on Modernization during the fiscal years 1977-78. All Modern- 
ization improvements must be health or energy related. In 
connection with the Modernization Application, an evaluation 
committee was formed: Two members of the Local Tenant 
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Association and two members of the Local Housing Authority, 
namely; Mrs. Carol Fisher and Mrs. Linda Woll represent the 
LTA and Mr. Donald Perkins and Mr. Francis Pierce represent 
the LHA. 


Officers of the Memorial Drive Tenant Association are: 
Chairman, Stephen Witkowski; Vice Chairman, Norman Sau- 
cier; Secretary, Jean Benoit; Treasurer, Dorothy Caika and 
member, Joyce Parry. Serving on the Grevience Panel for the 
Tenant Association are dorothy Caika and Stephen Witkowski. 


PROJECT 667-1 (Elderly) 


This project remains fully occupied at the end of 19 years.

ACTIVITIES 


Arts and Crafts 

The 1977 Arts and Crafts Program was quite successful as 
measured by the number of Millbury youth who participated in 
this Summer Recreation Program. Under the capable direction 
of Maureen Graham, ably assisted by Maureen Randell and 
Robert Pearson, many activities including handicrafts, athletic 
events and field trips were conducted. The highlights of the pro- 
gram were a trip to Old Sturbridge Village and the Awards 
Day. 
Soccer 

For the second year the Parks Commission sponsored two 
teams in the Worcester County Youth Soccer League. A 20 
game schedule was played involving 40 boys. Donating their 
coaching services were James Morin, John Dupre, Earl Ramsden 
and Edward Taylor. Many thanks to these men for their gen- 
erous help. 


Fourth of July Road Race 
The first annual 4th of July Road Race met with great 
enthusiasm as over 90 runners participated and many towns- 
people enjoyed following the race en route. Trophies were 
awarned: Many thanks to Chief George Brady and the Auxiliary 
olice. 
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Christmas on the Common 

This year our Christmas program was again well received.

Skating

Parks Improvement 

Significant improvement of park and field conditions were 
effected by our full time Maintenance Leader. Thomas Moorey 
Park (Washington Street) was improved by the addition of post 
and chain fencing along the perimeter of the parking lot. At 
Jacques Memorial Park (West Millbury) the pond area was 
cleared for winter skating. At the Frederick Connolly Field

General

For the first time the Parks Commission will assume the 
responsibilities for Millbury’s 4th of July Celebration. 


Future Areas of Improvement 

Long range planning an future areas of improvement in- 
clude the following: expansion of JMP Field facilities, rehabili- 
tation of all asphalt surfaces, a summer basketball program and 
a combined bicycle and jogging trail.

Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the citizens of the 
Town of Millbury: 


Attendance for the meetings in 1977 were as follows:

One subdivision plan has been approved this year. The 
plan for F.R. Heidtmann Drive, five lots off Tainter Hill Rd., 
came in to the Planning Board as a preliminary plan on January 
24, 1977. The Board worked diligently to provide the best sub- 
division, under our regulations, and finally endorsed the plan, 
with conditions, on November 14, 1977. Seven other approved 
subdivisions have yet to be completed and the Board will work 
with the developers on these. 


Thirty two plans have been signed by the Planning board 
as not requiring approval under the subdivision control law. 
These plans show division of land along public streets, easement 
descriptions, or additions to existing lots. 


Three drainage articles have been submitted this year. The 
Planning Aide will work with the Highway Surveyor and make 
cost estimates for two of them to be submitted to the Annual 
Town Meeting. The third article is a 1977 article which will be 
completed with existing monies. 
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The town voted to adopt zoning changes proposed by the 
Planning Board. These are: 


1. A new “Residential Office” district along North Main 
St., from Grove St. to Martin St. 

2. New density and other requirements for residences in 
business zones. 

3. New Parking requirements, including a definition of 
“Municipal Off-Street Parking Lots.” 

4. New used motor vehicle sales regulations. 


Further changes in the Millbury Zoning Bylaw will be ex- 
tensive in 1978. Much work and study has gone into clarifying 
exactly what Millbury (and all Massachusetts cities and towns) 
must do to conform to Chapter 808, the new zoning law. This 
law, passed in 1975 by the State Legislature, gives considerable 
flexibility to Millbury in providing for future growth. However, 
The Zoning Act, as it is now called, does have certain manda- 
tory restrictions, requirements and procedural changes. The 
Planning Board will be proposing other non-mandatory changes, 
as well. The residents of Millbury, as always, will have an op- 
portunity to express their views on any zoning changes at an 
advertised public hearing, and at the Town Meeting. 


The Planning Board is currently involved in litigation for 
their refusal to sign an Approval Not Required Plan with 
frontage on Old Common Rd. 


The Planning Board hired new employees in July, 1977. 
The Secretary for the planning board is now Mary M. Clark of 
Carousel Drive, replacing Ferol Hagstrom. The new Planning 
Aide, replacing Kevin Mischler, is Christopher D. Baker, of 
South Main St. The Planning Board would like to thank both 
Ferol and Kevin for their fine service. Mr. Baker has his B.S. 
Degree in Civil Engineering from W.P.I. and is available to 
assist anyone with a problem of a Planning Board related 
matter. 


The Planning board holds its regular meetings on the 
second and fourth Monday of each month. Anyone wishing to 
meet with the board should call the Planning Board office at the 
Municipal Office building.

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DAY PROGRAM 
A. September 1976 
1. Enrollment 


In September we started our eleventh year of operation 
with 144 seniors, 188 juniors, 220 sophomores and 197 
freshmen for a total of 749 pupils. The number of 
students from each of the towns was as follows: 82 from 
Bellingham, 35 from Blackstone, 30 from Douglas, 88 
from Grafton, 32 from Hopedale, 25 from Mendon, 85 
from Milford, 108 from Millbury, 16 from Millville, 96 
from Northbridge, 44 from Sutton, 38 from Upton, and 
70 from Uxbridge. 


2. Exploratory Program 


This year, based upon the experience of the previous 
years, we again decided to have all Freshmen spend the 
entire first semester in their assigned department, with 
the understanding that all students who were not sure 
that they were in the right department would be given 
the opportunity to explore other departments of their 
choice during the second semester. Less than 10% of the 
Freshmen asked to go into the exploratory program, 
which clearly indicates that the vast majority of them 
were satisfied with their original choice. 


3. Cafeteria 


Our cafeteria staff continued to do an outstanding job 
for the students of our school. Once again our cafeteria 
was rated in the top ten in Massachusetts by the Massa- 
chusetts Bureau of Nutrition Education and School 
Food Services. The most meaningful rating is the extent 
of pupil participation. Our students participated to the 
extent of 140%, while the average participation through- 
out the state was 66%. To paraphrase an old saying — 
“the proof of the rating is in the eating.” 


4. Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation Awards 


For the ninth successive year, Blackstone Valley Tech 
has finished first in the entire United States in awards 
won by its students in the annual Lincoln Arc Welding 
Foundation contest. 

Competing with hundreds of high schools throughout 
the country, eleven Valley Tech students won a total of 
$2,200 in prize money for themselves and the school. 


The Lincoln Electric Company created the James F. 
Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation in 1936 to encourage 
interest and study in arc welding. The foundation 
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sponsors the Arc Welding Awards annually for full-time 
high school, technical or vocational school students in 
the United States 19 years old or younger. This award 
program offers an opportunity to compete for the best 
written reports describing arc welded school shop pro- 
jects. The entry must not be more than 25 pages in 
length and should contain detailed descriptions of the 
operations, all necessary calculations, photographs, 
sketches and drawings.

5. Cooperative Training Program for Seniors 


The Cooperative Training Program is for seniors who 
have ben certified by their instructors as being qualified 
to perform the work of their specialty in a highly satis- 
factory manner. This program involved on-the-job train- 
ing during the time that the student would ordinarily be 
in his school shop. 


A student works in industry under close supervision for 
three weeks and then returns to school for three weeks. 
When the student returns to school, a second student 
goes to work for the same employer doing the same type 
of work. These two students work as a team so that the 
employer always has one skilled student working for 
him throughout the senior year. 


Cooperative students must be paid wages during the 
work-weeks at the cooperating establishment reasonably 
comparable to those paid to other persons doing similar 
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work in the same company. While the students work the 
same hours and under the same conditions as other em- 
ployees, they are legally considered as members of our 
student body rather than employees in the usual sense 
of the word. 


During the school year 1976-77, 79 seniors participated 
in the Cooperative Program. 


We feel that this program is very successful because it 
gives seniors an opportunity to get on-the-job training 
while they are still in school and at the same time it 
provides an employer an opportunity to have the ser- 
vices of a young man who has both skill and technical 
knowledge. The majority of the seniors became full-time 
employees of the cooperating companies upon gradua- 
tion. 


6. Three Seasons Dining Room 


The Culinary Arts department continued to provide 
excellent service to the residents of the Blackstone 
Valley with its dining room facilities. The restaurant is 
open every school day from 11:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m. and 
delicious meals are prepared and served by the students 
in the Culinary Arts department at very reasonable 
prices. All Councils On Ageing in the Blackstone Valley 
have been invited to take advantage of this fine dining 
room. We are gratified that so many residents of the 
area have become regular customers as this allows us to 
provide a very realistic program at a very modest cost 
to the taxpayers. 


EVENING SCHOOL PROGRAMS 
Adult Preparatory Courses 


The first session of the 1976-1977 Evening Adult Pro- 
gram started October 4, 1976. The following courses 
were offered: Auto Body Repair, Automotive Tech- 
nology, Mill and House Carpentry, Electrical, Electron- 
ics, Machine Shop, Metal Fabrication, Plant Mainten- 
ance, Machine Drafting, Architectural Drafting, Blue- 
print Reading, Graphic Arts (Printing), Plumbing, In- 
dustrial Sheet Metal, Culinary Arts, Air Conditioning 
and Refrigeration, and Painting and Decorating. 530 
adults were enrolled in the first session. 


The second session of the Evening Adult Program 
started January 3, 1977. The same courses as above 
were offered and 476 adults were enrolled. 
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OPTIONAL VOCATIONAL EDUCATION PROGRAM 


As the result of close cooperation between the Blackstone 
Valley Regional Vocational Technical School and the Black- 
stone Valley Collaborative, a special vocational program 
was implemented to meet the needs of students of the 
Blackstone Valley V ocational Regional School District 
who were unable to be enrolled in our regular day program 
due to the lack of space. 


Six vocational programs were offered and started in Sep- 
tember 1976. Approximately 78 students enrolled. The 
students received their academic instruction in their local 
high school and received their vocational education from 
3:00 to 5:30 p.m. every day at the Blackstone Valley 
Regional Vocational Technical School. 


A federal grant of $82,410.00 was received to implement 
the program. It is understood that the program, if success- 
ful, will be supported by local funds in the future. Plans 
have been made to increase the enrollment up to 108 
students by adding three new training programs in Sep- 
tember 1977. 


PUPIL SELECTION FOR THE FALL OF 1977 


During the months of January and February all the schools 

in the member towns were visited by the Director of 

Guidance in order to give information to both boys and 

girls in the eighth and ninth grades about programs that 

ane sitet at the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational 
chool. 


At a later date, applicants from the various towns were 
brought to the school so that they could visit each of the 
departments and actually see the programs in operation. 
During the day they were given a series of aptitude tests 
involving verbal reasoning, numerical ability, mechanical 
reasoning, abstract reasoning and spatial relations. The 
scores on the above tests and the information sheet pro- 
vided by the sending school were evaluated in order to 
produce a profile of each applicant’s characteristics. Each 
applicant’s profile was recorded in a compilation sheet 
which served to identify the most qualified students in 
each town, to give them their program preference, to dis- 
tribute the programs as equally as possible among the 
member towns, and to select each applicant for the program 
in which he/she appeared to have the best chance of suc- 
cess. 


This year, 563 boys and girls applied for admission to 
Valley Tech, but due to lack of space we were only able to 
enroll 226. It was most unfortunate that almost 337 boys 
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and girls were not enrolled but there is little we can do 
about it until additional facilities are made available. 


EIGHTH GRADUATION 


The eighth graduation of the Blackstone Valley Regional 
Vocational Technical High School was held on Sunday, 
June 5, 1977. 140 seniors received both high school diplomas 
and vocational certificates from the chairman of our school 
committee, L. Wayne Gilley. 


In spite of the fact that this area had a high unemployment 
rate, we were very successful in fiding jobs for our gradu- 
ates. Approximately five percent of our graduates joined 
the Armed Services and eleven percent planned to continue 
their education at institutions of higher learning. Some of 
the institutions graduates plan to attend are: University of 
Massachusetts, Johnson & Wales, Dean College, North- 
eastern University, Bridgewater State College, Kearney 
State College, and Worcester Industrial Technical Insti- 
tute. 


PERSONNEL RETIREMENTS 


At the conclusion of the school year, Paul J. Sullivan, 
Superintendent-Director, and Alice Walker, Cafeteria Man- 
ager, announced their retirements to become effective 
January 1, 1978 and October 1, 1977 respectively. 


Mr. Sullivan has served as Superintendent-Director of the 
Vocational Regional School District since 1964. Mrs. Walker 
has been Cafeteria Manager since the school opened in 
1966. 


Both will be missed for their outstanding work and the 
many contributions they have made during their years of 
services to the hundreds of students who benefitted from 
their professionalism and dedication. 


All who know and worked with Mr. Sullivan and Mrs. 
Walker wish them well in their years of retirement. Their 
efforts will be remembered always. 


CONCLUSION 


The Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High 
School has just concluded its eleventh year of successful opera- 
tion. We continue to offer many different services to the member 
towns as well as to the citizens of our region. In addition we 
have provided direct educational services for the following: 
1. 749 freshmen, sophomore, junior, and senior students in 
the day program. 
2. 530 men and women in the first session of the Evening 
Adult Trade Program. 
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3. 476 men and women in the second session of the Evening 
Adult Trade Program. 

4. 78 boys and girls in the Optional Vocational Education 
Program. 


In addition, plans have been made to enroll 57 boys and 
girls in a Satellite Program which will be funded by a Fed- 
eral Grant. This program is scheduled to begin in February 
1978 and will be conducted at four sites within the Voca- 
tional Regional School District. Training will be given in 
the following areas: Nurses’ Aide, Machine Operator, and 
Food Services (Cafeteria workers). 


Thus we have offered a large number of people the oppor- 
tunity to further their education and to increase their voca- 
tional skilis. We have used our school to maximum advan- 
tage by conducting vocational programs from 8:00 a.m. to 
9:30 p.m. five days per week. 


At the close of the 1976-1977 fiscal year we feel that the 
past year was one of satisfactory achievement and one in 
which we continued to maintain the fine standards set in 
previous years. 

We would like to close our 1976-1977 report by expressing 
sincere gratitude for the loyalty and cooperation of the 
students, staff, and the School committee, who have made 
the success of the past year possible.

Report of the Society for District Nursing 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the citizens of 
Millbury: 


During 1977 the amount and variety of skilled nursing 
services, as well as the staff of the Millbury Society for District 
Nursing increased. Both services of a Public Health nature and 
those provided through the private non-profit aspect of the 
Society’s work expanded. 


Public Health Services: 

Clinical services for children and for adults constitute the 
largest type of Public Health nursing performed. Fifty-four 
oe were held during the year with 2,234 contacts involved in 
these. 
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Children were served in lead paint detection clinics with 50 
children screened, and in immunization clinics greatly increas- 
ing the number served over the previous year. Shots providing 
protection against measles, German measles, mumps, diptheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus and polio were provided and 292 shots 
given. 


Adult health maintenance and disease protection clinics 
also increased this year. At three times and different places 
each month “Stay-Well” clinics, for those aged 60 and over, 
provided the checking of weight, diet, blood pressure and a 
chance to discuss health concerns with staff nurses on an in- 
dividualized basis. Monthly averages served now amounts to 
130 elders with a yearly total of 1,500 contacts in this one type 
of service. Millbury’s first comprehensive Health Fair was held 
this year with joint planning and coordination between the 
Society and the School Dept. and Lions Club. Tests were admin- 
istered for glaucoma, diabetes, high blood pressure, pulmonary 
functioning, hearing, and rectal cancer screening. Over 30 volun- 
teers, including many nurses, gave of their time and skills dur- 
ing the 3 days of the testing, in which 266 people were served 
with 1,145 different tests being given. Follow-up referrals to 
medical sources were later provided for those needing further 
medical help, many of whick. had not been aware of potential 
medical problems. Flu clinic served 237. 


Additional non-clinical public health services provided in- 
cluded prenatal, post-natal, newborn and premature baby visits, 
and child development services totaling 66 visits. Visits for pre- 
vention, detection of follow-up work on communicable disease 
situations, educational and referral services to individuals or 
families, and, starting this fall, the provision by the Society for 
District Nursing of the Board of Health school nursing services 
for Assumption School. 


Community Home Health Services on a private, non-profit 
basis: 

A larger number of hospital referrals, including many post- 
operative patients released home early, greater use of contracted 
home health aides, physical therapy and skilled nursing services 
has caused the Society to create a full-time position of Admin- 
istrative-Supervisor, held by Mrs. Betty Hamilton, and full- 
time Senior Nurse, Mrs. Dorothy Taylor. An additional part- 
time registered nurse has been added and other nurses time 
increased. The agency is about to start participation in a 
regional plan to train and use agency employed home health 
aides. A more active, effective Professional Advisory Committee 
aids staff and Board through the medical specialists providing 
ideas from their skilled backgrounds. Nursing staff continued 
to improve their skills and knowledge about the latest tech- 
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niques through attendance at workshops, seminars and classes 
and through the newly formed regional association of home 
health agencies which hold educational meetings. Use of con- 
tracted physical, occupational and speech therapists and im- 
proved medical social work arrangements seek to make the 
agency a more skillful source of nursing service for the commun- 
ity of Millbury.

Inspected and issued a license to dispense milk and cream 
were 28 stores, 12 vehicles, 3 dealers and 2 for the pasteuriza- 
tion of milk.

To the Board of Trustees 
Millbury Public Library 


As Librarian of Millbury Public Library, I submit the 
following report for 1977: 


During the year 1977, the library was open 289 days. Our 
weekly schedule is Mondays through Saturdays from 10:00 a.m. 
to 5:30 p.m. and Tuesday and Friday evenings until 8:00 p.m. 
from September through June; we are closed on Saturdays 
during July and August. This schedule totals fifty hours per 
week during the regular year and forty-two and a half during 
the summer. 


The total number of books added to our collection in 1977 
was 1725 (1520 purchased and 205 donated):

The total circulation for the year was 47,341, an increase 
over the year 1976 of 5% and nearly 66% within three years. 
Contributing to this increase is the use made by Millbury 
Public Library of the Central Massachusetts Regional Library 
System. During 1977, 313 Interlibrary Loan requests were 
fulfilled by the Regional Office located at the Worcester Public 
Library and 196 films were borrowed from the Film Library in 
Worcester through the Millbury Public Library for use by the 
library, area schools, local organizations, church groups, and 
nursing homes. Finally, because of the Questing Beast (the 
Regional Bookmobile) which comes to Millbury every seven or 
eight weeks, we are able to loan to our patrons such items as 
8-track tapes, cassettes, cassette and book sets, filmstrips, art 
prints, games, and toys as well as an increased number of books 
and records new to our patrons. 
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Last year, we formulated a set of goals that would define 
the role of Millbury Public Library and focus our attention on 
basic areas of service. The following are those goals and the 
results of our efforts: 


i he 


To provide an adequate print and non-print collection of 
materials to meet the educational, informational, and 
recreational needs and desires of the residents of Mill- 
bury; and, further, to assemble, organize, preserve, and 
make easily available these materials for public use. We 
attempted to weed and assess the collection in order to 
determine our weak areas and plan to strenghten them; 
more print and non-print materials were purchased to 
satisfy the demands of our patrons. 


. To become a community-centered department through a 


periodic assessment of the needs and desires of the 
residents of Millbury and an evaluation of the effective- 
ness of library materials and services. In December, we 
sent out a questionnaire via the town census to all 
residents of Millbury; its main purpose was to assess 
the needs and desires of the townspeople as they relate 
to the library. 


. To encourage all residents of Millbury, adults and 


children alike, to use the materials and services provided 
by Millbury Public Library. In July, the Friends of the 
Millbury Library purchased a mimeograph machine for 
the library; we have been able to duplicate flyers, 
notices, booklists, and calendars of events for our pa- 
trons. 


. To keep informed of new developments in the library 


world, evaluate their worth, and implement them, if 
feasible, at Millbury Public Library. Throughout the 
year, library staff and Trustees have attended several 
worthwhile workshops and have been able to implement 
a few of the ideas gathered into our library programs. 


. To cooperate with the Central Massachusetts Regional 


Library System, the Bureau of Library Extension, and 
local libraries to provide the best possible library service 
to the residents of Millbury. In 1977, Millbury Public 
Library increased its use of the services provided by the 
CMRLS and consulted the Bureau of Library Extension 
on several occasions regarding our building program. 


Throughout the year, the Board of Trustees and I have 
been working towards an addition to the present library. In 
January, the board voted to hire Mr. Joseph Sakey, Director of 
the Cambridge Public Library, as a library consultant to deter- 
mine the present and future needs of the library. His report was 
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presented to the board of Trustees in April, and in July the 
board voted to work towards an addition to the present facility. 
In September, the board of Trustees hired Mr. John Wadsworth, 
PERS Sea from Holden, to draw up preliminary plans for an 
addition. 


In 1977, our Children’s Librarian Elaine Loehmann experi- 
mented with all kinds of programming. Programs included 
library orientations, films, chess tournaments, puppet-making, 
macrame, and Christmas workshops. One of the most popular 
programs continues to be our Pre-school Story Hour; we have 
five or six weekly sessions during the spring and fall which 
serve between seventy and eighty children each week. Other 
very successful programs were two week-long workshops, one 
on puppet-making and the other on various arts and crafts, and 
special film programs. 


Among our adult programs were a few demonstrations and 
workshops in various crafts—needlepoint, quilting, and Christ- 
mas decorations—and a film series. A new program which 
began in December and which will prove to be very important 
to the community is the Right to Read program to teach adults 
how to read. This program will not only seek out adults unable 
to read but also will train interested volunteers to be tutors. 


The Friends of the Millbury Library began last year as an 
organization whose main purpose is to bring cultural enrichment 
to the Town in ways other than through books and to stimulate 
interest in the library. During 1977, they sponsored several 
programs for adults as well as ran a Book and Craft Fair in 
April and a book sale in October. The Friends also purchased 
for the library a mimeograph machine to duplicate notices 
about events and special information for our patrons. They 
sponsored a summertime performance of the Cranberry Puppets 
for viewing by adults and children. 


All of the programs mentioned above have been done in 
addition to our regular services which include the loaning of 
library materials (books, large-print books, paperbacks, records, 
cassettes, 8-track tapes, cassette and book or record sets, games, 
puzzles, and toys), aiding our patrons in the selection of reading 
materials, reference service, Interlibrary Loan and Film Service 
through the Central Massachusetts Regional Library System, 
displays, lists of newly-purchased books, and the like. We also 
place deposit collections of books at nursing homes and the 
elderly projects and deliver books to shut-ins. The library also 
has a weekly column in the MILLBURY JOURNAL entitled 
“Book Nook,” in order to inform our patrons of new books, 
programs, and services at Millbury Public Library. 


During the past year, a great many people have helped

Report of the Tree Warden 
and Superintendent of Insect & Pest Control 


To the citizens of Millbury and Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We had an increase in the amount of trees taken down this 
year. Many of these trees were the big old giants. There were 
many smaller and younger trees. There was an increase in the 
amount of Ash and Cherry, but, a decrease in the amount of 
Elm that had to be taken down. 


We had two late wet snow storms in the spring of 1977. 
Fifteen trees either came down or had to be taken down. We had 
a lot of limb damage that was very time consuming and costly. 


Arbor Day was a success this year. The Boy Scouts from 
St. Brigid’s and the Federated Churches packed fifteen hundred 
Scotch Pine and Norway Pine. Each troop made this a project 
and planted some of the trees. The rest were given out at the 
Town Common, four to a person. they were completely gone in 
less than fifteen minutes. We also planted 50 Maple trees along 
Town streets. We hope to increase the amount of Maples and 
Seedlings this year. 


The only infestation was fall web worm, this was light and 
very spotty. We also sprayed for brush and selective spraying 
for Poison Ivy, Poison Oak and etc. 

The biggest change this year was due to the times. The only 
wood that went to the dump was knotty or wood that would not 
burn. In November alone I took down approximately 40 large 
trees or tree logs (trees that had already been topped). Some of 
these logs were as big as 5 feet in diameter and twenty feet 
long. People of Millbury took these logs and cut them and split 
them for fire wood.

Report of the Veterans’ Service Department

As Veterans’ Agent, I herewith submit my report of 
services rendered for the year ending December 31, 1977. 
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As in past years, this office has completed and processed 
applications for financial assistance, Veterans Pensions and 
Compensation Benefits, Widow Pensions, Burial Allowances, 
Military Headstones, etc. These were submitted to the various 
agencies of Local, State and Federal Governments. 


OLDER DISABLED VETS ELIGIBLE FOR TRAINING 


Seriously service disabled veterans of World War II, Korea, 
and the early years of the Viet Nam fighting still have time to 
apply for VA vocational rehabilitation training according to VA 
officials. 


Under the old law, veterans generally had nine years from 
their date of discharge to take advantage of this training. As a 
result of the law change, veterans discharged before January 1, 
1969, should consider applying for vocational rehabilitation 
training, particularly if they are unemployed or working in un- 
suitable jobs and need education or training to obtain suitable 
work. 


Eligible veterans who are found to need the training will be 
provided counseling by the VA. Veterans may obtain an applica- 
tion form for the training from the VA office located in the 
Federal Building, Main St., Worcester, Mass.

On January 4, 1977, the Selectmen signed the purchase 
and sales agreement with the Diocese of Worcester relative to 
the Asa Waters property. A committee was appointed to 
monitor the renovations and prepare the building for occupancy. 
ies hope to have it open to the various organizations by spring 
of 1978. 


In February of 1977, the Burbank Street School, a Town 
landmark, was demolished. The School Department had no fur- 
ther use for the building and an attempt to sell the structure 
failed when no legitimate bids were offered. 


A Student Government Day was held April 1, 1977, assign- 
ing selected high school students to various Town offices. These 
designated officials spent one day maintaining their various 
positions and experiencing the system of Town government 
first hand. 


The first session of the Annual Town Meeting was held 
April 2, 1977. A Warrant of 69 articles was presented to the 
people for their action. One additional meeting was needed 
before completing the Warrant. 


The Annual Millbury Town Election was held April 9, 
1977, resulting in the re-election of Thomas J. Fox, Jr., and 
Harold F. Ostrowski as Selectmen. Re-organization of the board 
of Selectmen followed on April 12, 1977. This resulted in the re- 
election of John S. Donnelly, Jr., as Chairman; Harold F. Ostrow- 
ski, Vice Chairman; and Thomas J. Fox, Jr., Clerk. 


On April 19, 1977, the Selectmen appointed members to a 
Capital Budget Planning Committee. This committee will 
monitor the Capital purchases of the various Town depart- 
ments, boards, and committees, setting priorities among them. 
They will plan for future years so that the Town may progress 
with a minimal increase in the tax rate. 


In May of 1977 the Selectmen considered various auditing 
firms to conduct an audit of the Town’s Books. The firm of 
Arthur Young Company was chosen. At this time the work is 
90% completed with the entire report due by the Spring of 1978. 


In June the Selectmen received a letter from the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Works concerning 100% Federal 
funding for the reconstruction of the streets in the down-town 
business area. conditional approval was given, providing such 
funds are available at the start of the project. 


In July Sutton and Millbury Boards of Selectmen signed a 
contract with the Suburban Ambulance Service to provide 
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ambulance benefits to both areas. Two ambulances are garaged 
in Millbury along with two emergency medical technicians, who 
are on duty 24 hours a day. Millbury’s share of the cost, 
$77,247, was paid by available Revenue Sharing money. A one 
year contract was signed, which terminates July 1, 1978. Nego- 
tiations for another contract are now being held. 


In July, 1977, a devastating fire on Main Street destroyed 
six businesses and left six families homeless. The families were 
relocated as the business owners made future plans. Small 
business loans were made available by the Department of 
Community Affairs for rebuilding. At this writing several of 
the businesses are operating and others will be re-opening in the 
near future. 


A Special Town Meeting was held September 19, 1977, to 
propose the application of funds from Free Cash to lower the 
Tax Rate. The funds were successfully applied and the Tax 
Rate for the year reduced. 

The Selectmen also initiated the start of the licensing 
process for Cable TV for Millbury. The initial step is the ap- 
pointment of a committee to deal with all phases of this issue. 
This is presently being done by the Selectmen. 

A police chief exam was held to fill the vacancy created by 
the retirement of Chief Howard R. White. Qualified members of 
the Millbury Police Department took the exam. As a result of 
the exam, Sergeant George Brady, a 23 year veteran of the 
Millbury Police Department, was appointed Police Chief on 
November 1, 1977. Also, during the past year three new police 
officers were added to the department. They are Thomas Hall, 
Kevin Woods, and Walter Sprague. A final issue concerning the 
Millbury Police Department is the finalization of a three year 
contract between the Millbury Police Association and the 
Personnel Board. 


The Town applied to the Economic Development Admin- 
istration for two Federal grants. They concern erecting an 
addition to the Town’s Sewerage Plant and a new fire station in 
the Bramanville section of Town. We are very happy to an- 
nounce that the Town is to receive $254,000 for the garage 
addition and $140,000 for the fire station. Both the addition and 
the fire station were designated for construction bid. The sewer 
addition bid was covered by the EDA Grant, but the fire 
station cost was $45,000 in excess of the Grant allotment. An 
article was placed on the Special Town Meeting Warrant of 
December 21, 1977, to provide for a transfer of money in order 
that the fire station could be built. The money was transferred 
and construction has begun with the completion date expected 
in mid-1978. 
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With deep regret, we received the resignation of Lawrence 
Brodeur, our very efficient and capable Administrative Assist- 
ant. Larry has taken a position with the Town of Shrewsbury as 
Assistant to the Town Manager. We wish him much luck with 
his new endeavor.

Report of the 
Worcester Regional Transit Authority 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


The Worcester Regional Transit Authority meets the third 
Thursday of each month. I would like to point out a few 
services the Regional Transit Authority provides for Millbury 
residents, resulting from these meetings. 


The Special Mobility Impaired Service provides trans- 
portation for handicapped and elderly to work, medical appoint- 
ments, shopping trips, and other necessary excursions. Quali- 
fied persons may contact the Selectmen’s Office or the Council 
on Aging when requiring a service. 


The Transit Authority also provides transportation services 
to the elderly and handicapped at one half the peak hour fare 
during all hours of operation of the public Massachusetts Trans- 
portation System. This is accomplished through a combined 
utilization of free special bus tickets and a reduced fare when 
boarding. Bus tickets may be obtained through the Council on 
Aging. 

The Regional Transit Authority is presently studying a 
plan concerning either the purchase of the Worcester Bus Com- 
pany, Inc. and its present vehicles and equipment, or the con- 
struction and purchase of other facilities and equipment appro- 
priate for the maintenance and operation of a bus service within 
the Worcester Regional Transit Authority area. 


The estimated cost of this project is $7,385,600. The Fed- 
eral Government would pay 80%, or $5,908,480 of the total 
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expense. The remaining 20%, amounting to $1,477,120, would 
be paid by the member communities. 

For the year 1977, the cost of bus service in Millbury 
amounted to $20,560 and the estimated cost for 1978 is set at 
$28,230. Bus service is costly and the only was to decrease these 
expenses is with increased ridership. The Regional Transit 
Authority’s motto is “Going my way with the RTA” I support 
this motto and would like to encourage citizens of Millbury to 
ride the buses and benefit from the service.

Sanitary Landfill Study Committee

The Sanitary Landfill Study Committee has been reorgan- 
ized since about June of 1977 and has had meetings about once 
a month since then. We have also met with the Board of Health 
on numerous occasions to discuss the sanitary landfill problem. 
Engineering studies were conducted of many locations within 
the geographical bounderies of the Town. Because of the small 
size of our Town, land availability is scarce. Locating and 
selecting a site that would be conducive to a good sanitary land- 
fill operation has been extremely difficult. 


Our present landfill on Riverlin Street is just about filled to 
capacity, and we are now doing nothing more than building a 
mountain of trash. The present landfill will have to be closed in 
about one year. As a result of the engineering study that was 
completed, five (5) sites were finally recommended as the prime 
selections for the new landfill operation. Members of this Com- 
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mittee inspected all five sites recommended by the engineering 
study, as well as studying their reports of the five sites. One 
was strongly recommended as the prime selection to the Board 
of Health, and this Committee. After this Committee inspected 
the sites, we agreed with the recommendations of the engineer- 
ing report made to the Board of Health. Some of the criteria that 
was used in the site selections were as follows: 


. availability of on-site cover material 

. long life span 

. drainage 

. accessibility 

. utilities 

location 

. costs to acquire, develop and maintain 
. traffic flow 


Open communications have been established with all 
parties concerned and negotiations are upcoming. The results 
of these efforts will be presented to the townspeople at a later 
date for their approval or disapproval. 


This Committee is now actively involved in investigating 
the feasibilities of municipal refuse collection systems, regional- 
ization, and recycling. We plan to conduct full and in depth 
studies of all these possibilities and will report our findings as 
well as make our recommendations at a later date. 


I would like to add at this time that the five members of 
this Committee are from each of the five (5) precincts within the 
Town, and would like to assure every citizen that the recom- 
mendations of this Committee are and will be made with the 
Sa arly of every citizen in mind, as well.as the Town as a 
whole. 


In closing, I ask that this Committee be extended for 
another year. Thank you.

Report of the Police Safety Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Millbury: 


On May 17, 1977, a very serious police cruiser accident 
occurred which resulted in the hospitalization of our Safety 
Officer, Joseph A. Lauzon. The injuries sustained by Officer 
Lauzon have kept him out of work since this very unfortunate 
accident. The accident is most unfortunate for the Town of 
Millbury because the dedication of Officer Lauzon in the field of 
safety is difficult to duplicate. His continuing efforts, interest, 
and desire to work with the children of Millbury developed 
ideas which will benefit the entire Town for many years in the 
future. 


In July 1977, I was appointed acting Safety Officer during 
the absence of Officer Lauzon. Since that time I have made an 
effort to carry on with the programs established in the past and 
look forward to developing new and progressive safety programs. 


A bicycle safety program was conducted in July and addi- 
tional programs are now scheduled for the spring of 1978. With 
the help of the Auxilliary Police a bike safety course will be set 
up to instruct youngsters in bicycle safety and rules. Bicycle 
registration was completed in September and with the coopera- 
tion of the C.D. Whitney Agency was a success. The C.D. 
Whitney Agency supplied free safety reflectors for each bicycle 
registered. Their support was very much appreciated. 
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We now have eleven adult school crossing guards stationed 
at the busiest intersections throughout the Town who are doing 
a tremendous job again this year. I found it necessary to 
employ an additional guard on Elmwood Street due to the in- 
creased number of children attending the two schools in that 
area. 


One of our most dedicated guards retired after eight years 
of service in the Burbank Square and Laurel Heights areas. 
Mrs. Dorothy Morin deserves much thanks for the past years of 
faithful service and we all wish her many years of happiness in 
the future. 


I have attended several Safety Officer meetings in the past 
months in various cities and towns in the state. These meetings 
have provided helpful information and instruction in the field of 
safety. I have learned of many state and federal programs avail- 
able to us and hope to initiate new programs in the near future. 


In conclusion I wish to thank everyone who has helped 
Officer Lauzon in the past and supported the Safety Officers 
desire to make Millbury the safest Town in Worcester County. 
A full time effort is necessary to reach this goal and our safety 
program can be the best in the county with continuing coopera- 
tion, support, and dedication as Officer Lauzon has demon- 
strated during the many years he has been our Safety Officer.

Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1977. 


A quality education for all Millbury public school young- 
sters, regardless of ability, continues to be the over-riding goal 
of the school committee. To insure quality education means to 
insure a strong grounding in the basics, especially reading. The 
committee has made this curriculum area its number one 
priority. Through much of last year, the superintendent and 
staff worked diligently in conducting a needs assessment and 
establishing reading priorities for grades K-12. This study has 
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brought to light our strengths and weaknesses. Now, the admin- 
istration and staff are working to improve those areas of concern. 


The conversion to metrics is also a national and local 
priority. Millbury has moved quickly in this direction and 
implemented a metrics instructional program in grades K 
through 3 and will add a grade level each year. To complement 
this move, numerous in-service workshops have been offered to 
the staff and to Millbury parents. 


Helping our students make a rational career choice and 
prepare properly for a job or college continues to concern the 
committee as well. We have joined the Worcester Area Career 
Education Consortium in a $25,000 grant to develop a compre- 
hensive career education plan for the town on the basis of 
community and educators recommendations. 


On the management level, the committee began to review 
draft policy statements last year and has now completed and 
bound several sections of policy which will prove invaluable in 
providing sound and consistent decision making. 


Improvements to Windle Field are also a source of pride to 
the School Committee and the Citizens Advisory Committee 
who have seen these projects to fruition. Likewise, use of the 
field continues to improve, especially since the addition of more 
lighting banks for evening athletics and recreation. The high 
school football and soccer teams performed well in night com- 
petition. Four night football games, three night soccer games 
and the District III Soccer finals were held this past fall at 
Windle Field. The committee was most pleased with the night 
competition in that it made it possible for more parents and 
friends to support our athletic program. In addition to increased 
evening activities our fields and tennis courts see constant use 
on an informal basis. Listed below is an impressive number of

Another major area of interest has been the committee’s 
efforts to see the high school renovations to completion. With 
the invaluable assistance of the Building Committee, the town 
has voted architectural fees which will permit the completion of 
comprehensive plans and cost estimates. Hopefully this proposal 
will be ready for the regular April town meeting, and we 
sincerely ask your support in this worthwhile project. With the 
completion of these renovations, the educational facilities of the 
high school will be on a par with the middle school; and absolute 
necessity.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School committee: 


This is my fourth report to you as Superintendent of Schools and it is 
my sincere pleasure to summarize for you our instructional progress in grades 
K—12. 


We have completed a comprehensive needs assessment of our reading 
program K—12. The results of the needs assessment have been discussed 
with building principals and teachers and plans are now in progress to 
strengthen areas of weakness. The School Committee unanimously supported 
our commitment to increase reading services to Middle School and High 
School students. In this regard we engaged the services of a reading specialist 
for the first time at the high School level. We have increased our reading 
service at the Middle School through the use of federal funds in expanding 
our Title I program to grades six, seven and eight. We are still very much 
concerned with improving writing, listening and speaking skills as well as 
math skills. Strong support has been given to the implementation of metrics 
in grades K—3 and this will increase a grade each succeeding year until we 
have covered all grades. 


This past December five thousand dollars was approved at Town Meeting 
to engage an architect to draw up plans for High School renovations and/or 
additions. It is hoped that renovation proposal will be made in the very near 
future and that the townspeople will see fit to approve of such a proposal. 
There is critical need to improve High School science, library, industrial arts 
and physical education facilities as well as to make general improvements 
throughout the high School complex. Your support will be needed to bring 
this plan into being. 


Our “Job Target” program is now in its second year of operation and 
based upon our first annual evaluation, the program was most successful. 
Job targets are established by administrators and members of their respective 
supervisory staffs for the purpose of focusing attention on specific areas in 
need of improvement. Reading improvement at the Middle School and High 
School are “job target” areas for two principals who are working towards 
strengthening reading instruction in their respective buildings. Efforts to 
improve communication to parents and staff have resulted from our job 
target program as well as improving curriculum in a number of critical areas 
such as math, spelling, writing and career education. 


SUMMER PROGRAMS — Once again we are pleased to report that we were 
able to sponsor instructional programs at all grade levels. At the elementary 
level, a comprehensive K—5 Title I program was conducted as well as a very 
diversified special needs program. In addition an expanded physical educa- 
tion program took place which served students in grades three through eight. 
Both the Shaw Middle School and High School sponsored academic programs 
for their students who needed an opportunity to improve basic skills. 
Curriculum committees were busy at all instructional levels. An outstanding 
Metrics Guide was developed for grades K—3 and an excellent Science Guide 
was written and made available to all K—2 teachers. The Elmwood staff 
developed a comprehensive Career Education Guide for grades 3—5 while 
Middle School staff put together both a Reading/Language Arts Guide as 
well as a Science Guide. At the High School level special needs guides were 
developed in the area of U.S. history and geography. We are most appreciative 
of the effort by our staff and the support given by the School Committee 
which makes it possible for us to continuously improve our curriculum. 


FEDERAL PROGRAMS-— With the hiring of an administrative assistant 
and with the passage of new federal legislation for servicing the handicapped, 
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federal funds received significantly increased over 1976 funding. Approx- 
imately $56,000 was received to conduct school year and summer Title I 
programs as well as to offer Title I services to grades 6—8 for the first time in 
many years. Eight Title III NDEA grants were approved for $22,997 to 
support improvement in our reading, math, science and social studies 
programs. In addition a Title IV grant of $4,300 was received to support our 
library program. The Director of Special Services was instrumental in securing 
a $17,640 grant for career education and adaptive physical education for 
special needs students as well as an occupational education grant of $17,800 
to initiate a High School small engins program. A small but important grant 
of $700 was received to bring a professional poet/writer into selected English 
classes. $10,400 in P.L. 874 funds was also received which brought our grand 
total of approved federal projects to more than $129,000. We will continue 
our efforts to secure federal funds. 


ANNUAL REPORTS OF BUILDING PRINCIPALS AND K—12 
DIRECTORS — Included below are summaries of the 1977 Building Princi- 
pals’ and Directors’ Annual Reports. A complete text of all reports may be 
obtained upon request at the public library. 


K—2 Program—Mr. Kelton D. Johnson, Principal—The kindergarten 
through grade two program recognizes that each shild is important as 
an individual with his or her own needs as well as needs in common with 
other children. Much effort is directed at providing a supportive and 
pleasant learning evnironment where each child can develop a positive 
self-image and the self-confidence needed to be successful in his school 
and family responsibilities. Our instruction is highly personalized with 
emphasis on developing reading, writing, listening, speaking and 
computational skills as well as developing the important intra-personal 
skills of getting along with classmates and friends. During the last week 
of May, approximately 130 pre-kindergarten children were screened in 
compliance with Chapter 766 legislation. Any student found to be in 
need of special service is provided with an individualized program to 
improve his or her area of weakness. As children enter grade one, a pre- 
screening reading test is administered to evaluate the best placement 
and type of instruction needes. Parents are kept well informed on a 
regular basis as to the progress of their child. We continue to encourage 
parents to meet with teachers and other specialists such as those who 
service students in the areas of reading, math, speech, learning 
disabilities, guidance and Title I. New this year has been our emphasis 
on teaching the metric system. In addition to having teacher workshops, 
we have held several metric workshops for parents and will be making a 
conscientious effort to provide more workshops for parents in the areas 
of special needs, reading and math. During the past year, we have 
encouraged our classroom teachers as well as our music, art and physical 
education teachers to provide special programs for parents so that they 
can observe and see first-hand the various types of activities we are 
presenting to their children. 


Elmwood School—Grades 3-5—Mr. James H. O’Leary, Principal—It is 
the commitment of the Elmwood staff to search out ways which promote 
mastery learning for all of our students. We have an outstanding staff 
and the needed facilities to provide a quality educational program. Our 
educational complex consists of twenty-two general classrooms, a 
specialized art room, a special needs resource room, remedial reading 
and math rooms, Title I room, media center, gymnasium, cafetorium 
and a spacious outdoor area for softball, baseball, track, soccer, football 
and the like. Reading continues to be our most important subject. 
During the 1977 school year, the Right to Read in-house task force 
directed the completion of reading needs assessment. The results were 
studied and the committee’s recommendations were implemented. We 
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encourage all students to develop a strong interest in reading and in 
developing needed library skills. We continue to place emphasis on 
writing skills and have had our staff involved in in-service programs for 
this purpose. Our Title I program presently engages the services of five 
certified teachers who work primarily in the area of reading, language 
arts and math. Forty-seven children are receiving Title I small group 
instruction. Math, science, language arts, social studies, career education 
as well as art, music, and physical education are also very much a part 
of the Elmwood curriculum. Over two hundred students take part after 
school in activities such as physical education intramurals, art club, 
chorus, band and reading club. New this year has been the initiation of 
an adaptive physical education program for overweight children. Our 
program in physical education has received statewide recognition as one 
of the top ten programs in the state. We share this recognition with the 
community and especially the Millbury Mothers’ Club who have given 
us strong support in purchasing needed equipment. In closing, we wish 
to thank all our staff for their many hours of extra effort in providing 
special programs for students and for parents and interested residents 
to observe the talents of Elmwood students in the areas of art, music, 
physical education, athletics and special projects. 


Raymond E. Shaw Middle School— Grades 6-8— Mr. Daniel C. Carmody, 
Principal—This is the third year of the Raymond E. Shaw Middle 
School and our programs are now becoming more refined in meeting the 
individual and collective needs of students in grades 6—8. A successful 
Middle School program must address the problems that confront the “in 
between ager”. Besides providing the important academic skills for 
future school success, a Middle School staff must also provide oppor- 
tunities for students to develop more sophisticated social skills, assume 
greater responsibility and become better equipped to make decisions 
regarding their academic and social responsibilities. The Middle School 
program is geared to provide learning experiences which will make the 
transfer from elementary to high school smooth and satisfying. 
Emphasis is placed on all content subjects especially reading, language 
arts, math, social studies and science. The implementation of a Title I 
program has done much to assist some of our students requiring small 
group or tutorial instruction. Results of our reading needs assessment 
have made us focus on expanding our reading services. A wide range of 
extra class activities including intramurals, athletics, student council, 
honor siciety, band, chorus, photography club, special activity program 
as well as a project fair provide positive learning experiences for students. 
In addition, we encourage our staff and students to invite parents and 
friends for special programs in the area of athletic competition, drama, 
music and art. We extend an open invitation to all parents and interested 
residents to call and visit us whenever there is a need for information. 


Millbury Memorial High School—Grades 9-12—Mr. Donald P. Drake, 
Principal— During this past April the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges evaluated our High School program of studies. We 
were granted a two year extension of our accreditation and are now pre- 
paring a comprehensive report. Once this report is submitted a review of 
our accreditation will be made. While the evaluation focused on all 
areas, it was very apparent that our facility needs were of prime 
concern. Science classrooms, physical education space requirements, 
industrial arts expansion and the critical need for additional library/ 
media facilities were noted as needing to be improved as ere other 
general building improvements. A renovation proposal is scheduled to 
be presented before the close of the 1977-78 school year and we hope you 
will find it possible to support our facility improvement program. This 
past spring the School Committee approved a more structured program 
as well as advanced placement programs for seniors n English, math 
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and social studies. New student and faculty handbooks were written 
and our student store became a reality. Our guidance services were 
increased and expanded so freshmen students are being worked with on 
a group basis with the intent of assisting them to adjust to the High 
School as well as to be better prepared in study skills and in obtaining 
information needed to plan for the future. Our industrial arts program 
continues to expand. We now have a production class in graphic arts 
and we will be introducing a small engine program this coming January. 
We have been testing our 9th and 10th grade students in reading and 
have for the first time a full-time reading specialist on our staff. Since 
two-thirds of our students do not go to college, we are increasing our 
career and occupational programs to meet the needs of students who 
will be looking for work upon graduating. Our special needs program is 
now in place and we are fortunate in having a teaching staff that has 
been sensitive to providing individualized programs for our students in 
need of such services. We have been working at keeping parents more 
informed by providing special evening programs for parents as well as 
meeting on a regular basis with our Citizen’s Advisory Committee. 


Guidance— Mr. William F. Cunning, Director K-12—The guidance pro- 
gram at the K—2 level is preventive oriented and operates in close co- 
operation with the special needs teachers as well as all classroom 
teachers. Every effort is made to provide needed services at the earliest 
possible age so that a student will not have a severe problem in later 
grades. The guidance program for grades 3—5 is concentrating on the 
self-awareness program begun at the K—2 level and expanded upon at 
grades 3—5. In addition, a strong integraton of career education content 
is begun at grades four and five. Emphasis is placed on developing a 
positive self-image, an appreciation of all work and re relevancy between 
school work and the world of work. The Middle School guidance program 
continues and expands upon the program which is presented to grades 
3—5. This year the Middle School has begun development of a career 
education resource center. Both local and federal funds have been used 
to initiate a collection of career education and vocational oriented 
materials. A student inventory was conducted and Middle School media 
clerk has received special career education training. In addition to these 
activities of prime importance, the Middle School is working with 
students to determine their High School course of study or their 
vocational program. At the High School level we have increased our 
service in all areas. Much effort has been expended to assist freshman to 
get a better start at the High School. A study skills guide has been 
developed and a freshman group guidance program has been imple- 
mented. We are evaluating our work study program and hope to expand 
and refine our present program to provide more work experiences for 
our High School students. A guidance newsletter was started last 
school year and is being expanded upon as well as our efforts to 
publicize scholarship information and to hold evening meetings for 
parents interested in learning more about our services. 


Athletics and Physical Education— Mr. Richard A. Garabedian, Director 
K-12— Physical education is a required subject for all students grades 
1—12. A diversified program is offered to all students at each instruc- 
tional level. Fundamental skills are emphasized at the primary level, 
with rhythms, movement activities, gymnastics and rudimentary games. 
This year, kindergarten classes have been instructed by a teaching 
specialist. At the Elmwood School, programs are designed to strengthen 
the basic skills as well as to provvide intramural team experiences after 
school. This year an adaptive program has been introduced and to date 
has been well received. The Middle School program encourages the re- 
finement of athletic skills taught at lower levels and sets the beginning 
stages for more skilled type of competition. At the high school level, the 
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required physical education program offers a wide variety of physical 
activities. Physical fitness, team games, co-recreational activities, in- 
dividual and dual games, outdoor educationa and carry-over activities 
are provided at the various grade levels. Interscholastic teams offer all 
students an opportunity to further develop their physical skills after 
school hours. The high school athletic department now includes twenty- 
seven teams which compete at freshman, junior varsity and varsity 
levels. Our sports banquet has been well received by parents and your 
continued support of our program is very much appreciated. Many 
thanks to all who have supported our programs over the past year. 


Special Needs Program— Mr. Harry J. Loso, Director K-12— During the 
1976-77 school year, the special needs programs were expanded to 
include increased services for a greater number of special needs students. 
At the K—2 level, the classroom serving learning disabled students has 
been expanded to include more children and the additional service of a 
certified teacher aide. There has been an increase in the number of 
students being serviced at both the Elmwood and Middle School. This 
has necissitated engaging the services of additional teacher aides. A 
more efficient monitoring system has been established in order to 
continuously evaluate the educational plans of each cored special needs 
student. At the high school level, we have made a very strong effort to 
meet the individual needs of students at each grade level by providing a 
special need class in all the major content subjects. Efforts have also 
been made to reduce the high school dropout rate by providing additional 
guidance and psychological services as well as new vocational programs. 
Our school nurses continue to be very much involved with our special 
needs program as well as assisting our school physician with physical 
exams for students in grades K, 3, 6, 9, and 11. During the past calendar 
year, approximately 70 new full and intermediate core evaluations were 
completed. Special needs services continue to grow through the combined 
efforts of administrators, teachers, students, parents and the support of 
the Millbury School Committee. We thank you for your assistance. 


SUMMARY~— In conclusion, it can be stated that 1977 was a year of 
program improvement with the recognition that quality in education is 
demanding and needs our constant attention. Building principals and 
systemwide directors as well as your superintendent continually work 
with our teaching staff to emphasize ur commitment to meet the individual 
needs of students. It is only through the combined effort of all staff 
members as well as parents that we are able to provide the wide variety of 
learning experiences needed to meet the diversified interest, talents and 
abilities of our students. The support and leadership displayed by your 
School Committee has made our many programs possible. Our sincere 
thanks to each School Committee member and to each parent and 
interested residents who worked with us as school volunteers or who has 
supported our programs out of a sincere concern for young people. Thank 
you.

ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions 
of Section 16A through Section 16F of Chapter 83 of the General Laws, an 
act making certain sewer use charges a tax lien, or take any action 
thereon. 


Chapter 83, Section 16A. If the rates and charges due to a city, 
town or sewer district, which accepts this section and sections sixteen B to 
sixteen F, inclusive, by vote of its city council or of the voters in towns or 
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districts and, by its clerk, files a certificate of such acceptance in the 
proper registry of deeds, for supplying or providing for a sewer system or 
rendering service or furnishing materials in connection therewith to or for 
any real estate at the request of the owner or tenant are not paid on or 
before their due date as established by local regulations, ordinances or by- 
laws, which due dates shall be so established as to require payments at 
least as often as annually, such rates and charges, together with interest 
thereon and costs relative thereto, shall be a lien upon such real estate as 
provided in section sixteen B. The register of deeds shall record such cer- 
tificate of acceptance in a book to be kept for the purpose, which shall be 
kept in an accessible location in the registry. Sections sixteen B to sixteen 
F, inclusive, and whose clerk has so filed the certificate of acceptance. 
Wherever in said sections the words “board or officer in charge of the 
sewer department” or their-equivalent appear, they shall also mean and 
include the officers exercising similar duties in any city, town, or district. 
A fire or water district authorized to provide a sewer system shall, for the 
purpose of sections sixteen A to sixteen F, inclusive, be deemed to be a 
sewer district. 


Section 16B. Such lien shall take effect by operation of law on the 
day immediately following the due date of such rate of charge and, unless 
dissolved by payment or abatement, shall continue until such rate or 
charge has been added to or committed as a tax under section sixteen C, 
and thereafter, unless so dissolved, shall continue as provided in section 
thirty-seven of chapter sixty, except that the date provided for termina- 
tion of the lien in case of a recorded alienation shall be at the expiration of 
two years from October first of the year of such addition or committal. 
Anything in this section to the contrary notwithstanding, if any such rate 
or charge is not added to or committed as a tax under section sixteen C on 
or before December thirty-first of the year immediately following the year 
in which such rate or charge becomes due, the lien for such rate or charge 
shall terminate on October first of the third year following -the year in 
which such rate or charge becomes due. 


Notwithstanding such lien any such overdue rate or charge may be 
collected through any legal means, including the shutting off of a sewer 
connection, which may be deemed advisable; provided, that after the ter- 
mination of such a lien, no city, town or sewer district shall attempt to 
enforce, by shutting off the sewer connection, collection of such rate or 
charge from any person, not liable therefor, who has succeeded to the title 
or interest of the person incurring such rate or charge. All such rates and 
charges excluded by court decree under section seventy-six B of Chapter 
sixty shall, to the extent that they were properly chargeable to the person 
owning, or to the tenant occupying, the premises for which such rates and 
charges were incurred, be recoverable from such person or tenant, as the 
case may be, in an action of contract or otherwise. If at the time of the 
entry of such decree such person or tenant is still the owner or tenant of 
the premises, whether through redemption or otherwise, such rates and 
charges to the extent that they were properly chargeable to him, may be 
enforced in any other manner provided or available for collection and 
enforcement of sewer connection rates ad charges. 


Section 16C. If a rate or charge for which a lien is in effect under 
section sixteen B has not been added to or committed as a tax and remains 
unpaid when the assessors are preparing a real estate tax list and warrant 
to be committed by them under section fifty-three of Chapter fifty-nine, 
the board or officer in charge of the sewer department, or the town 
collector of taxes, if applicable under section thirty-eight A of chapter 
forty-one, shall certify such rate or charge to the assessors, who shall 
forthwith add such rate or charge to the tax on the property to which it 
relates and commit it with their warrant to the collector of taxes as a part 
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of such tax. If the property to which such rate or charge relates is tax 
exempt, such rate or charge shall be committed as the tax. 


Section 16D. Except as otherwise provided, the provisions of chap- 
ters fifty-nine and sixty shall apply, so far as pertinent, to all rates and 
charges certified to the assessors under section sixteen C. Without limit- 
ing the generality of the foregoing, upon commitment as a tax or part of a 
tax under said section sixteen C, all such rates and charges shall be 
subject to the provisions of law relative to interest on the taxes of which 
they become, or, if the property were not tax exempt would become, a 
part; and the collector of taxes shall have the same powers and be subject 
to the same duties with respect to such rates and charges as in the case of 
annual taxes upon real estate, and the provisions of law relative to the 
collection of such annual taxes, the sale or taking of land for the nonpay- 
ment thereof and the redemption of land so sold or taken shall, except as 
otherwise provided, apply to such rates and charges. 


Section 16E. An owner of real estate aggreived by a charge imposed 
thereon under sections sixteen A to sixteen F, inclusive, in addition to such 
remedy as he may have under section ten of chapter one hundred and sixty- 
five, may apply for an abatement thereof by filing a petition with the board 
or officer having control of the sewer department within the time allowed by 
law for filing an application for abatement of the tax of which such charge 
is, or, if the property were not tax exempt, would have been, a part, and if 
such board or officer finds that such charge is more than is properly due, a 
reasonable abatement shall be made; and except as otherwise provided 
herein, the provisions of chapter fifty-nine relative to the abatement of 
taxes by assessors shall apply, so far as applicable, to abatements here- 
under. If such petition is denied in whole or in part, the petitioner may ap- 
peal to the appellate tax board upon the same terms and conditions as a per- 
son aggreived by the refusal of the assessors of a city or town to abate a tax. 


Section 16F. An owner of real estate who, in order to prevent the 
imposition of a lien thereon or to discharge the same, has paid charges for 
sewer connections furnished to a tenant or other person who was bound to 
pay the same, may recover from such tenant or other person in an action 
of contract the amount of the charges so paid with all incidental costs and 
expenses. 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the town will vote to accept Chapter 48, 
Section 57G of the Massachusetts General Laws commonly known as the 
“Ratio Law” which regulates the pay scale of Police and Fire Chiefs ac- 
cording to the number of full time men in a department, or take any action 
thereon. 


Chapter 48, Section 57G. ‘Compensation of certain heads of fire and 
police departments. 


The permanent, full-time fire chief or chief engineer of a fire depart- 
ment in any city other than Boston, or town of fire district, and the 
permanent, full-time chief of police or superintendent of police, or city 
marshall, in any city, other than Boston, or town, and the superintendent 
of the metropolitan district commission police, and the chief of the capitol 
police, shall receive an annual base rate of compensation which shall not 
be less than the following ratios of the highest annual rate of compensa- 
tion of a permanent, full-time fire fighter, or a permanent, full-time police 
officer or patrolman, as the case may be: 


1. In departments having less than twelve permanent, full-time police 
officers or firefighters, the ratio shall be: 1.5. 

2. In departments having not less than twelve nor more than twenty- 
nine permanent, full-time police officers or firefighters, the ratio shall be: 


1.8. 
3. In departments having thirty or more permanent, full-time police 


officers or firefighters, the ratio shall be: 2.0. 
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The provisions of this section relative to a city, town, or fire district 
shall be in effect only a city, town or fire districts which accepts this 
section.” 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the sum of 
Fifteen Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) from the New Lot Fund to be used to 
develop a new section of cemetery near the railroad tracks into single 
grave lots, said work to be performed by the Highway Department, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) to install a flood light and electricity at the Cemetery Garage, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the town will vote to appropriate by tax- 
ation or transfer from available funds the sum of Three Hundred Dollars 
($300.00) to plant new twelve foot maple trees in the cemetery near the 
new lots installed in 1967, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to convert the former Burbank School Site into a 
neighborhood playground, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Thirty One Hundred 
Ninety Eight Dollars ($3,198.00) to install gates at both entrances to 
Central Cemetery, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote that all overtime and 
extra pay details not be published in the Annual Town Report, for all 
Town Employees, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money for the purchase 
of furniture and furnishings for the Senior Center in the Asa Waters build- 
ing, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to construct a 
juvenile detention cell in the lockup area of the Police Station, or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 39. To see if the town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Three Thousand 
Dollars ($3,000.00) to install a School Zone Safety Light on Elmwood 
Street, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 40. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Millbury 
Zoning By-laws as follows to bring it into conformity with Chapter 808 of 
the Acts of 1975 as amended, or act in relation thereto: 

Delete ARTICLE I. Administration and Procedure in its entirety 
and substiture the following in place thereof: 


“ARTICLE I. ADMINISTRATION AND PROCEDURE 


Section II. Purpose 

The purpose of this By-law is to promote the health, safety, conven- 
ience, amenity and general welfare of the inhabitants of the Town of Mill- 
bury, through encouraging the most appropriate use of land, as authorized 
by Chapter 40A of the General Laws, and by Article 89 of the Amend- 
ments to the Constitution. 
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Section 12. Administration 

12.1 Inspector of Buildings. This By-law shall be administered and 
enforced by the Inspector of Buildings appointed by the Board of Select- 
men. 


12.2 Compliance Certification. Buildings, structures, or signs may 
not be erected, substantially altered, moved, or changed in use, and land 
may not be substantially altered or changed in principal use without cer- 
tification by the Inspector of Buildings that such action is in compliance 
with then-applicable zoning, or without review by him regarding whether 
all necessary permits have been received from those governmental agencies 
from which approval is required by federal, state, or local law. Issuance of 
a Building Permit or Certificate of Use and Occupancy, where required 
under the Commonwealth of Massachusetts State Building Code, may 
serve as such certification. 


12.3 Permit Application. Application for permits for construction 
shall be accompanied by two prints of a plan of the lot, drawn to scale, 
showing the actual dimensions of the lot, exact location and size of any 
existing or proposed buildings, and streets and ways adjacent to the lot. 
Where such are involved, any parking areas for six or more cars and their 
means of egress, and any required screening or landscaping, shall also be 
shown. 


12.4 Site Plan Review. Application for permits for construction, if 
resulting in a total of ten or more parking spaces on the premises, shall be 
accompanied by a third print of the plan of the lot, and be referred to the 
Planning Board for their review and advisory report, and no building per- 
mit shall be issued prior to receipt of such report unless 30 days lapse from 
the date of application. 


12.41 Plans subject to Section 12.4 shall, in addition, to the informa- 
tion required above, also show existing and proposed topography, water, 
sanitary sewerage, and storm drainage. 


12.42 Such plans shall be so designed as to assure safety of internal 
circulation and egress, provide adequate access to each structure for fire 
and service equipment, and assure adequate utility service and drainage, 
consistent with the performance standards of the Subdivision Regulations 
of the Millbury Planning Board. 


12.5 Penalty. Any person violating any of the provisions of this By- 
law, any of the conditions under which a permit is issued, or any decision 
rendered by the Board of Appeals, shall be fined not more than $100 for 
each offense. Each day that such violation continues shall constitute a 
separate offense. 


Section 13. Board of Appeals 

13.1 Establishment.The Board of Appeals shall consist of five mem- 
bers and two associate members, who shall be appointed by the Selectmen 
and shall act in all matters under this By-law in the manner prescribed by 
Chapter 40A, 40B, and 41 of the General Laws. 


13.2 Powers. The Board of Appeals shall have and exercise all the 
powers granted to it by Chapters 40A, 40B, and 41 of the Genera] Laws 
and by this By-law. The Board’s powers are as follows: 


13.21 Special Permits. To hear and decide applications for Special 
Permits upon which the Board is empowered to act under this By-law, in 
accordance with Section 14. 


13.22 Variances. To hear and decide appeals or petitions for vari- 
ances from the terms of this By-law, including variances for use, with re- 
spect to particular land or structures. Such variance shall be granted only 
in cases where the Board of Appeals finds all of the following: 


a. A literal enforcement of the provisions of this By-law would 
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involve a substantial hardship, financial or otherwise, to the peti- 
tioner or appellant. 

b. The hardship is owing to circumstances relating to the soil condi- 
tions, shape or topography of such land or structures and especially 
affecting such land or structures but not affecting generally the 
zoning district in which it is located. 

c. Desirable relief may be granted: 


(1) without substantial detriment to the public good; and 
(2) without nullifying or substantially derogating from the intent 
or purpose of this By-law. 


13.23 Appeals. Other appeals will also be heard and decided by the 
Board of Appeals when taken by: 


a. Any person aggrieved by reason of his inability to obtain a permit 
or enforcement action from any administrative officer under the 
provisions of Ch. 40A, G.L.; or by 

b. The Central Massachusetts Regional Planning Commission; or by 

c. Any person including any officer or Board of the Town of Millbury 
or of any abutting town, if aggrieved by any order or decision of 
the Inspector of Buildings or other administrative official, in viola- 
tion of any provision of Ch. 40A, G.L.; or this By-law. 


13.24 Comprehensive Permits. Comprehensive permits for construc- 
tion may be issued by the Board of Appeals for construction of low or 
moderate income housing by a public agency or limited dividend or non- 
profit corporation, upon the Board’s determination that such construction 
would be consistent with local needs, whether or not consistent with local 
zoning, building, health, or subdivision requirements, as authorized by 
Sec. 20-23, Ch. 40B. G.L. 


13.25 Withheld Building Permits. Building permits withheld by 
the Inspector of Buildings acting under Sec. 81Y, Ch. 41, G.J.., as a means 
of enforcing the Subdivision Control Law may be issued by the Board of 
Appeals where the Board finds practical difficulty or unnecessary hard- 
ship, and if the circumstances of the case do not require that the building 
be related to a way shown on the subdivision plan in question. 


13.3 Public Hearings. The Board of Appeals shall hold public hear- 
ings in accordance with the provisions of Chapters 40A, 40B, and 41 of the 
General Laws on all appeals and petitions brought before it. 


13.4 Repetitive Repetitive petitions for Special Permits, appeals, 
and petitions for variances, and applications to the board of Appeals shall 
be limited as provided in Sec. 16, Ch. 40A, G.L. 


Section 14. Special Permits 
14.11 Planning Board Authority: The Planning Board shall act as 
the Special Permit Granting Authority for the following Special Permits: 


a. Multi-family use in Residential, Residential Office, Suburban, and 
Business Districts. 

. Temporary structures in all districts. 

. Special Density Provisions under Section 32.8. 

. Reduced Parking Requirements under Section 33.1. 

. Flood Plain Development under Section 36.21. 

f. Open Space Community Development under Section 44. 


14.12 Board of Appeals Authority: Except as specifically desig- 
nated in Section 14.11 the Board of Appeals shall act as the Special Permit 
Granting Authority. 


14.2 Public Hearing. Special Permits shall only be issued following 
public hearings held within sixty-five days after filing with the Special 
Permit Granting Authority an application, a copy of which shall forthwith 
be given to the Town Clerk by the applicant. 


© itso. 
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14.3 Criteria. Special Permits shall normally be granted unless, 
because of a condition peculiar to the particular case but not generally true 
for similar permitted uses on other sites in the same district, it appears 
that nuisance, hazard, or congestion will be created, or for other reasons 
there will be substantial harm to the neighborhood or derogation from the 
intent of the By-law, or that the stated district intent will not be satisfied. 


14.4 Conditions. Special Permits may be granted with such reason- 
able conditions, safeguards or limitations on time or use as the Special 
Permit Granting Authority may deem necessary to serve the purposes of 
this By-law. 


14.5 Expiration. Special Permits shall lapse if a substantial use 
thereof or construction has not begun, except for good cause, within 18 
months of Special Permit approval (excluding such time required to 
pursue or await the determination of an appeal referred to in Sec. 17, Ch. 
40A, G.L., from the grant thereof). 


Section 15 Environmental Analysis Procedures 
In certain cases as designated in ARTICLE II., Special Permits shall 
be subject to the following, as well as to Section 14: 


15.1 Requirements. Where Environmental Analysis Procedures are 
required, no building or structure shall be erected or externally enlarged, 
and no area for parking, loading, or vehicular service (including driveways 
giving access thereto) shall be established or changed, except in conformity 
with a site plan bearing the endorsement of approval of the Board of 
Appeals. Said site plan shall show among other things, all existing and 
proposed buildings, structures, parking areas, loading areas, driveway 
openings, driveways, service areas, and other open uses, all facilities for 
sewage, refuse and other waste disposal and for surface water drainage, 
and all landscape features (such as walks, planting areas, trees, fences, 
and signs on lot. Said plan shall be subject to such rules relating to scale, 
dimensions, legend, form and preparation as may from time to time be 
promulgated by the Board of Appeals. 


15.2 Procedure. Each application form, when submitted for a Special 
Permit hereunder, shall be accompanied by ten copies of the proposed site 
plan. The board of Appeals shall, within five (5) days after receipt of any 
site plan, transmit two copies thereof to the Planning Board, one copy to 
‘the Conservation Commission, one copy to the Board of Health, one copy 
to the Sewerage Commission, one copy to the Town Clerk, one copy to the 
Industrial Development Commission, and one copy to the Inspector of 
Buildings. The Planning Board shall investigate the case and report in 
writing its recommendations to the Board of Appeals. The Board of 
Appeals shall not take final action on said plan until it has met with and 
received a report thereon from the Planning Board, or until said Planning 
Board has allowed thirty-five (35) days to elapse after receipt of such plan 
without submission of a report thereon. 


15.3 Considerations. In considering a site plan under this Section, 
the Board of Appeals shall assure, to a degree consistent with a reasonable 
use of the site for the purposes permitted or permissible by the regulation 
of the district in which located: 


15.31 Protection of adjoining premises against any possible detri- 
mental or offensive uses on the site, including unsightly or 
obnoxious appearance. 

15.32 Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian movement 
within the site, and in relation to adjacent streets and prop- 
erty. 

15.33 Adequacy of the methods of disposal for sewage, refuse and 
other wastes resulting from the uses permitted or permissible 
on the site, and the methods of drainage for surface water. 
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15.34 Adequacy of space for the off-street loading and unloading of 
vehicles, goods, products, materials, and equipment incidental 
to the normal operation of the establishment or use. 


Section 16. Applicability. 

16.1 Other Laws. Where the application of this By-law imposes 
greater restrictions than those imposed by any other regulations, permits, 
easements, covenants or agreements, the provisions of this By-law shall 
control. 


16.2 Conformance. Constructions or operations under a Building or 
Special Permit shall conform to any subsequent amendment of this By- 
law unless the use or construction is commenced within a period of six 
months after the issuance of the permit and in cases involving construc- 
tion, unless such construction is continued through to completion as con- 
tinuously and expeditiously as is reasonable. 


16.3 Nonconformancy. The lawful use of any structure or land 
existing at the time of enactment or subsequent amendment of this By- 
law may be continued although such structure or use does not conform 
with provisions of the By-law, subject to the following conditions and 
execptions: 


16.31 Abandonment. A nonconforming use which has been aban- 
doned or discontinued for a period of two years or more shall not be re- 
established and any future use shall conform with the By-law. 


16.32 Change, Extension or Alteration. As provided in Sec. 6, Ch. 
40A G.L., a nonconforming single- or two-family dwelling may be altered 
or extended provided that the Inspector of Buildings determines that 
doing so does not increase the nonconforming nature of said structure. 
Other pre-existing non-conforming structures or uses may be extended, 
altered, or changed in use on Special Permit from the Board of Appeals if 
the Board of Appeals finds that such extension, alteration, or change will 
not be substantially more detrimental to the neighborhood than the exist- 
ing nonconforming use. Once changed to a conforming use, no structure or 
land shall be permitted to revert to a nonconforming use. 


16.33 Restoration. Necessary repairs and rebuilding of nonconform- 
ing structures after damage by fire, storm, or similar disaster are per- 
mitted provided that they are started within 12 months and completed 
within 24 months of the catastrophe, do not substantially change the 
character or size of the building or the use to which they were put prior to 
such damage, and do not exceed seventy-five per cent of the structure’s 
market value. 


16.34 Isolated Lots and Subdivisions. Under Section 6 of Chapter 
40A, G.L., lots not held in common ownership with any adjoining land are 
generally not subject to subsequent amendments in dimensional require- 
ments, and land shown on subdivisions or other plans endorsed by the 
Planning Board are exempted from subsequent zoning amendments in 
certain respects for five years. In addition, lots in non-residential districts 
and/or to be built upon for non-residential use shall enjoy the same exemp- 
tion as if being built upon for residential use in a residential district. 


Any increase in lot area, frontage, yard, or coverage requirements of 
this By-law shall not apply to erection, extension, alteration, or moving of 
a structure on a legally created lot not meeting current requirements 
provided that the applicant documents that: 

a. at the time such increased requirement became applicable to it, the 

lot: 

(1) had at least 5,000 square feet of lot area and 50 feet of frontage 
on a street; and 

(2) was held in ownership separate from all other lots having 
frontage within 1,000 feet on that same street; and 
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(3) conformed to then-existing dimensional requirements; and 

b. the lot is to be used for single-family or non-residential use. Such 
conforming lots may be changed in size or shape or their land area 
recombined without losing this exemption, so long as the change 
does not increase the actual or potential number of buildable lots. 


Section 17. Amendments. 

This by-law may from time to time be changed by amendment, addi- 
tion or repeal by the Town Meeting in the manner provided in Sec. 15, Ch. 
40A, G.L., and any amendments therein. 


Section 18. Court Appeals. 

Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Board of Appeals or of any 
Special Permit Granting Authority, whether or not previously a party to 
the proceeding, or any municipal officer or board may, as provided in Sec. 
17, Ch. 40A, G.L., appeal to the Superior court by bringing an action 
within twenty days after the decision has been filed in the office of the 
Town Clerk. 


Section 19 Separability. 
The invalidity of any section or provisions of this By-law shall not in- 
validate any other section or provisions of this By-law.” 


Amend ARTICLE II. DISTRICT REGULATIONS, Sections 
22.13, 23.13, 24.14, and 25.14 by deleting the word “agriculture” and 
inserting the phrase “agricultural, horticultural, or floricultural uses”’. 


Amend ARTICLE II. DISTRICT REGULATION, Sections 22.2, 
23.2, 24.2, and 25.2 by deleting the words “Board of Appeals” and inserting 
“Special Permit Granting Authority”. 


Amend ARTICLE II. DISTRICT REGULATIONS, Sections 22.4, 
23.2, 24.2, and 25.21 by inserting in such cases the following: 
“Accessory Scientific Use in accordance with Section 46” 


Amend Section 32.8 SPECIAL DENSITY PROVISIONS: By delet- 
ing the words “Board of Appeals” and inserting “Special Permit Granting 
Authority”. 


Amend Section 33.1 PARKING AND LOADING REQUIRE- 
MENTS— GENERAL: By deleting the words “Zoning Board of Appeals” 
and inserting “Special Permit Granting Authority”. 


Amend Section 36.21 by deleting the words “Board of Appeals” and 
inserting “Special Permit Granting Authority”. 


Amend ARTICLE IV. SPECIAL REGULATIONS by inserting a 
new Section 46 to read as follows: 

“Section 46. Accessory Scientific Uses 

Uses, whether or not on the same parcel as activities permitted as a 
matter of right, accessory to activities permitted as a matter of right, 
which activities are necessary in connection with scientific research 
or scientific development or related production, may be permitted 
upon the issuance of a Special Permit by the Board of Appeals pro- 
vided the granting authority finds that the proposed accessory use 
does not substantially derogate from the public good.” 


Delete SECTION 31. Non-conforming uses in its entirety and sub- 
stitute the following in place thereof: 


“Section 31. Deleted” 
Amend paragraph 32.1 Exemptions by changing, in the first sentence, 
the reference to ‘Sections 5A and 7A’ to read ‘Section 6’. 


Amend paragraph 35.23 by changing, in the second sentence, the 
name ‘Hatch Act’ to read ‘Wetlands Protection Act’. 


Amend paragraph 44.41 Review and Decision, by changing in the 
second sentence, the time limit from ‘45 days’ to ‘35 days’. 
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Delete paragraph 44.55 Open Space in its entirety, and insert the 
following in place thereof: 
“44.55 Open Space. All land not designated for roads, lots for 
dwellings, or other development within the Open Space Community 
shall be held for common open space. Common Open Space shall be 
preserved for recreation or conservation, and shall comprise not less 
than 30% of the land within the Overall Development Plan. Not less 
than 25% of the land preserved for Common Open Space shall contain 
Buildable Land as defined in 44.52. Such open land shall either be 
conveyed to the Town of Millbury and accepted by it for park or open 
space use, or be conveyed to a non-profit organization the principal 
purpose of which is the conservation of open space, or be conveyed to 
a corporation or trust owned or to be owned by the owners of lots or 
residential units within the plan. If such a corporation or trust is 
utilized, ownership thereof shall pass with conveyances of the lots or 
residential units. In any case where such land is not conveyed to the 
Town, a restriction enforceable by the Town of Millbury shall be 
recorded providing that such land shall be kept in an open or natural 
state and not be built upon or developed for accessory uses such as 
parking or roadway. Building coverage shall not exceed 5% in such 
conservation or recreation areas.” 
Amend ARTICLE II DISTRICT REGULATIONS, paragraphs 
22.2, 23.2, 24.2, 25.2 and the footnote to paragraphs 25.12 and 25.13 by 
deleting the phrase ‘for an exception’. 


Amend Section 25 Industrial Districts, paragraph 25.21, and the 
footnote to paragraphs 25.12, and 25.13 by changing the reference from 
‘Section 12.64’ to read ‘Section 15’. 


ARTICLE 41. To see if the town will vote to amend the Millbury 
Zoning By-law as follows: 


Amend Section 25.3 footnote 2—by deleting the word “Residence” 
and inserting “Residential”. 


ARTICLE 42. To see if the Town will vote to accept eighty feet of 
Scott Street from its present point of acceptance, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 43. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of Six Hundred Ninety Dollars ($690.00) to reconstruct and pave the 
newly accepted section of Scott Street (Previous Article), or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 44. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of Fifty Eight Hundred 
Dollars ($5,800.00) to make necessary repairs to the Fire Stations, or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 45. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Five Hundred Thirty Six Dollars ($536.00) to pay an unpaid 
bill to the Millbury Fire Fighters Association for dues to the Massachu- 
setts Fire Fighters Association, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 46. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds the sum of One Thousand, 
Eighty-Five Dollars ($1,085.00) to install a catch basin and blind drain on 
napa Seah, Drive at the curve opposite the PNA Club, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 47. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 


money either by taxation or transfer from available funds for the deweed- 
ing of Dorothy Pond, or take any action thereon. 
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ARTICLE 48. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to install three 
plaques.commorating the veterans of World War II, Korean War, and the 
Vietnam War on the Veterans Monument located presently at Central 
Square, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 49. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money for the cost of 
engineering services for the Report on the Study Concerning the Per- 
formance and Operation of the Sewage Treatment Plant in compliance 
with Order, Docket #1-77-17 dated June 30, 1977 from the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 50. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds, the sum of Thirty-Two Thousand 
Dollars ($32,000.00) to the board of Trustees of the Millbury Public 
Library for the purpose of hiring an architect to develop working drawings, 
plans, and specifications for an addition to the present library, or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 51. To see if the Town will grant approval to the Mill- 
bury Housing Authority to build low income housing units under Chapter 
667 Housing for the Elderly/Handicapped, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 52. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either by 
taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money necessary to 
correct a drainage problem at or about 16 Beach Street subject to any 
necessary easements and, the provisions of Chapter 131, Section 40, Wet- 
lands Protection Act, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 53. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to acquire by gift, grant, or purchase or take by eminent 
domain a parcel of land to be designated by the Landfill Study Committee 
and the Board of Health to be used as a Sanitary Landfill, or take any 
action thereon.
